It may be obſerved that the Apoſtles 
creed, as it is commonly called, is not in- 
ſerted. Creeds were early introduced into 
the Church, as teſts of orthodoxy. But 


a purpoſe of this nature is clearly unfa- 


vourable to the free exerciſe of the right 
of private judgment, and therefore in- 
compatible with the firſt Fees of a 
conſiſtent diſlenter. 


There is matker view, in which the 
public recital of articles of belief may be 
conſidered, and in which it may perhaps 
appear, univerſally, to be either dangerous 
or unneceſſary, If a Creed contain any 

OE, „, 
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Al not efſential to chriſtian faith, and 
about which different opinions are enter- 
| tained, both as to their evidence and im- 
portance, by the ſincereſt and moſt dili- 
gent enquirers, it may give pain to many _ 
ſerious and liberal minds, who feel for 
their brethren ; throw difficulties in the 
way of thoſe who doubt; and finally pro- 
duce contention : or if, on the other 
hand, the Creed include no articles but 
ſuch as are eſſential to chriſtian faith, or 
which all the members of a congrega- 
tion agree in receiving, the recital of 
them is plainly ſuperfluous}; as they are 
ſure to be introduced into the offices of 
devotion, and a profeſſion of them in a 
devotional form is peculiarly ſolemn 1 in 
itſelf, and beneficial 1 in its influence. 


Upon the comparative advantage of _ 
forms i in which the congregation take an

alone recites, and of extempore prayer, it 


is not ſo eaſy to decide as ſome perſons 


imagine. Each of theſe modes has its pe- 
culiar recommendations; each may with 


the utmoſt propriety be uſed by the ſame 
ſociety, as occaſion requires, or experience 
recommends ; and each is capable of being 


rendered ſubſervient to the great end of 


devotion, by thoſe who aim at t the accom-
